automobile fatalities occur? In Chi- 
cago in 1924 four-fifths of all the per- 
sons killed in automobile accidents 
were pedestrians; the remaining one- 
fifth covers collisions between motor 
vehicles, collisions of an ayptom bile 
with a railroad train, street car, or 
fixed object, overturning, and miscel- 
laneous. Whoever may be most at 
fault, it is clear that the pedestrian is 
the greatest sufferer. 

“Of the 441 pedestrian fatalities in 
Chicago in 1924, ninety occurred on 
the boulevards and through streets 
and 861 on other streets. On every 
ten miles of through streets there were, 
on the average, not quite six pedes- 
trian deaths; on every ten miles of 
other streets, one and one-half pedes- 
trian deaths. Considering the much 
greater volume of traffic on the 
through streets, this record indicates 
that our boulevard and through street 
system not only helps to move traffic, 
‘but helps to keep down accidents, 
when traffic at intersections is con- 
trolled by signal lights and officers and 
when Speeding is checked by the con- 
stant activities-of the police. 

“ Both these items—traffic control 
and: speed—deserve further attention. 
“Tt is clearly established that proper

No man in 
his senses can deny that these fatall- 
ties can and must be much further re 
duced by extension of traffic control, 
educational measures, and suppression 
of speeding. 

“ Now consider the element of speed. 
I have been amazed to read recently in 
an engineering magazine the state 
ment that speed is not a cause of acci- 
dent. It is certainly true that speed fs 
not the sole cause of vehicular acci- 
dents: that many accidents happen at 
low speed; that ten miles an hour 
through a Christmas crowd in the loop 
may be more hazardous than forty on 
the open highway, and so on.

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In the face of an alarming deficit of $19,000,000 in the educational fund, shockingly 
overcrowded classrooms and school buildings, mounting tax rates and unbridled tax-dodg- 
ing and tax-fixing, there will be before the Finance Committee of the Board of Education 
next Tuesday a recommendation from the Superintendent of Schools to increase teachers’ 
salaries. | 

Teachers’ salaries can be increased in only three ways: At the expense of the children 
by increasing the number of children to a teacher,thereby decreasing the number of teach- 


ers in the school. system}-or-at thexeéxkpense of the tax-payers by increasing the tax ‘rate; 


or by stopping tax-dodging and tax-fixing and enforcing the tax laws. 
The teachers deplore the increasing of class memberships. . Teachers now have from 45 


to 55 children—nearly twice as many as they can teach. 

Every teacher knows that she cannot do the kind of teaching to vitihab children are 
entitled when she has'more than thirty pupifs in \her class:; And she knows that none of 
the children in classes of from 45 to 55 get the kind of ‘— that makes for intelligent 


citizenship. 
The Board of Education cannot legally use a dollar of the Buiding Fund to pay teachers’ 


salaries, or to increase salaries. But it appears to be the iritention of the Board 'to do this | 


in effect. by skimping on school buildings, thus saving if the Building Fund an amount equal 
to the additional amount to be expended from the Educational’ Fgnd to pay the increase in 
teachers’ salaries. The nét result would be no increase in the-total expenditures from the two 
funds as the result of the incréase in teachers’ salaries. But this juggling takes from the children 
to give to the teachers. This skimping.on the buildings is to be done by'getting permits from the 
Building Department.to build school buildings seating 816 childrey and then by platooning the 
schools use these buildings to house 1152 children, Thé 336 mae children than seats will be 


crowded into the buildings, dumped on the playgrounds, into ‘the anditoriums and gymnasiums, 
and all the children in the schocl will be kept rotating; back and forth from classrooms to 


“dumping” places thereby es the fire and panic hazards and danger from ‘spread of 
contagion and epidemic. 

The record of the teachers of Chicago gives them the right to resent, and they do resent, 
any attempt to pit them against the children by making them appear willing to benefit them- 
selves at the expense of the children. Our 25 years’ record of protest against proposals of 
boards of education that would injure the children warrants the confidence of the public and 
deserves its condemnation of any present attempt to break up the organizations through 
which teachers speak and act:

We agree with the Mayor i in his message to the City Council on July 2, 1923, that if the 
tax laws were enforced “the financial difficulties now staring us in the face would melt 
away, the rate of taxation would go down, the tax burden would be more evenly distrib- 
uted.” Then. there would be no excuse for camouflaging these makeshifts as “ Educational 
Reforms” in order to establish them permanently in our schools. 


Every child of school age is entitled to attend a middle-of-the-day school, to occupy 2 


seat in a quiet, uncrowded school room, and to have individual attention from adequately 
trained teathers who are free from petty tyranny and the badignitics of bureaucratic dom-

.in the present critical school situation; second, that all attempts to ignore or to disguise this 


fact and deal with its consequencés as if they were educational problems of school organi-

Tendril bearers respond to another 
~ gfuence, that of contact with a solid 
iody. Like the tip of the hop,. the 
whiplike tendril of the bryony sweeps 
yound in a circle. This movement is 
pot directed by external stimulus, but 
js purely automatic. But if the tendril 
touches a twig, a wire, a leaf, or anoth- 
er tendril it is stimulated by the con- 
tact to more rapid growth on the side 
away from the exciting object, and so 
curves towards it. As it goes on curv- 
ing fresh portions come into contact 
gnd are stimulated, so that the whole 
tip becomes tightly wrapped around 
the support. Later the basal part 

twists into a corkscrew spriug once or 
twice reversed and then becomes thick 
end woody. This spring breaks the 
force of the tug of a passing animal or 
of a gust of wind and saves the plant 
‘from being torn from its support. In 
his “Climbing Plants” Darwin de- 
scribes the conspicuous success of the 
bryony in riding the storm which bat- 
' tered many other plants. 

The tendriled plant is more highly 
adapted for climbing than the twiner. 
The latter loses a third of its length in 
its coils, and while it can use only 
guch supports as are nearly vertical, 
_the tendril encircles anything that is 
solid and not too thick. The tendril 
represents some part af the plant 
turned to a new use.

Every one knows the window plant 
with the shoots bent to the Jight, the 
leaves twisted round and spread flat to 
catch the rays. Light interferes with 

the action of gravity on the stem and 
is the primary cause of leaf move 
ments. Its action is complicated by the 
fact that, unlike gravity, it is con- 
stantly changing in intensity and direo. 
tion. Few plants can react so quickly 
as to follow the sun; moreover, as 
growth ceases the power of movement 
ceases except in the case of those 
leaves which have jointed stalks. So 
it comes about that most leaves as 
they mature adopt a fixed position in 
relation to light. 

> 
Sensitive Piants. 

The sensitive / plant is a vigorous 
shrub, usually reaching a height éf 
some feet in our hothouses. Bach 
graceful leaf has a stalk jointed to 
the stem, from the tip of which spring 
four secondary stalks, each with 
a double row of leaflets. The folli- 
age stands out from the stem, the 
leaflets are expanded. If the plant 
is gently shaken, instantly the leaf 
stalks droop, the secondary stalks fall 
together, the leaflets fold up; the whole 
scaffolding of green light screens has 
collapsed. In mature, a wandering 


animal or a shower of rain brings | 
about the same result, a series of | 
movements so rapid that the reaction | 
is complete in a few seconds. Soon a | 
reverse sets in, and a quarter of an | 
hour later the plant ts in its normal 
condition again. 

A violent shock is not necessary:
